INTRODUCTION 

Recognizing  the  urgent  need  for  affordable  housing  in  the 
Chinatown  community,  the  Asian  Community  Development  Corporation 

(ACDC)  has  submitted  a  proposal  to  develop  Parcel  R3-R3A. 
Parcel  R3-R3A,  bounded  by  Washington  Street,  Oak  Street,  Maple 
Place  and  Marginal  Road,  is  one  of  the  five  remaining  publicly- 
held  parcels  of  land  in  Chinatown  designated  for  housing 
development  as  part  of  the  Chinatown  Housing  Improvement  Plan 

(CHIP) . 

As  a  newly  formed  non-profit  community  development  corporation 
based  on  the  principles  of  community  accountability  and 
accessibility,  ACDC  brings  new  energy  and  commitment  towards  the 
production  of  affordable  housing  for  Chinatown.   ACDC  is  eager 
and  ready  to  actively  participate  in  implementing  the  goals  of 
CHIP.   In  just  one  year  of  operation,  ACDC  has  built  a  broad 
community-wide  membership  base.   Continued  community  input  in 
ACDC  decisions  and  activities  will  be  actively  sought.   As  the 
sole  developer  and  owner  of  the  R3-R3A  development,  ACDC  ensures 
that  the  community  will  have  100%  control  and  ownership  of  the 
development . 

ACDC ' s  proposal  for  the  development  of  R3-R3A  will  address  the 
critical  need  for  affordable  housing,  open  and  recreational 
space  in  the  Chinatown  community.   ACDC  proposes  to  develop  224 
quality  and  affordable  residential  units  which  emphasizes  family 
housing  and  includes  24  single  room  occupancy  (SRO)  units  --  one 
room  units  that  share  kitchen  and  bathroom  facilities,  a  roof 
garden,  two  courtyards  offering  ample  open  space,  a  new  facility 
for  the  South  Cove  YMCA  which  includes  a  gymnasium,  recreational 
space,  classrooms,  administrative  offices  and  a  day  care  center, 
and  underground  parking. 

To  ensure  the  successful  development  of  R3-R3A,  ACDC  has 
assembled  a  team  of  outstanding  professionals  who  have  extensive 
experience  and  expertise  in  the  production  of  quality,  affordable 
housing.   The  project  team  is  composed  of  ACDC,  a  non-profit 
community  development  corporation;  Greater  Boston  Community 
Development,  Inc.,  development  consultant;  Woo  &  Williams, 
architect;  and  Goodwin,  Procter  &  Hoar,  legal  counsel. 


ARCHITECTURAL  AND  URBAN  DESIGN 


The  urban  design  features  of  ACDC ' s  proposal  for  R3-R3A  affirms 
Chinatown's  cultural  identity,  reinforces  a  sense  of  street-level 
continuity  and  enhances  R3-R3A's  sy.iibolism  as  a  critical  link 
between  Chinatown  and  neighboring  communities  such  as  the  South 
End. 

The  lay-out  and  design  of  the  R3-R3A  site  bounded  by  Washington, 
Oak,  Maple  and  Marginal  Road  embodies  elements  of  traditional 
Chinese  architecture  such  as  courtyards,  gates  and  walls  to 
preserve  and  celebrate  the  rich  cultural  heritage  of  Chinatown. 

Two  residential  towers  of  approximately  fifteen  (15)  stories  each 
are  placed  on  Marginal  Road  to  form  a  gate  to  Chinatown  from  the 
South  End  and  along  with  the  towers  on  adjacent  blocks  mark  the 
edge  of  the  Chinese  community.   One  residential  tower  is  located 
next  to  the  Boston  Chinese  Evangelical  Church  and  will  house 
fifty-five  (55)  elderly  and  handicapped  units.   The  other  tower, 
on  the  corner  of  Washington  Street  and  Marginal  Road,  will  house 
fifty-five  (55)  1  and  2  bedroom  and  handicapped  units.   The 
volume  and  density  of  the  towers  are  minimized  as  only  four  units 
will  be  located  on  each  floor.   Furthermore,  the  smaller  number 
of  units  on  each  floor  of  the  residential  towers  allows  for  a 
sense  of  neighborly  co-habitation  and  addresses  important  issues 
of  security  and  public  safety. 

Low  and  mid-rise  residential  buildings  on  V7ashington  Street,  Oak 
Street  and  Maple  Place  reinforce  the  existing  low-rise 
residential  fabric  and  serve  to  enclose  around  two  inner 
courtyards  which  are  entered  through  street-sized  gateways  on 
Johnny  Court,  Washington  and  Oak  Streets.   Duplex  units  in  the 
low  and  mid-rise  buildings  provide  a  total  of  eighty-four  (84) 
walk  up  family  units  with  separate  private  entrances  from  the 
streets  or  courtyards.   Large,  street-sized  gates  on  Johnny 
Court,  Washington  and  Oak  Streets  interlock  the  courtyards  with 
the  community.   They  are  placed  to  encourage  pedestrian 
circulation  through  the  site  connecting  Tai  Tung  Village  to  the 
Quincy  School  area.   This  architectural  and  urban  design  concept 
of  inner  courtyards,  gates  and  walls  promotes  as  sense  of 
community  and  kinship  among  the  neighbors  and  users  of  the  open 
space . 

The  materials  used  for  the  exterior  of  the  buildings  reinforce 
the  existing  facade  of  surrounding  buildings.   The  mid-rise  and 
high  rise  buildings  are  divided  into  three  zones  each  delineated 
by  a  distinct  cornice  line.   The  lowest  layer,  subject  to  most 
traffic  and  wear,  will  be  precast  concrete  to  approximate  the 
stone  base  of  typical  Boston  housing.   The  middle  zone  and  the 
major  surface  material  will  be  brick.   The  upper  zone  of  the  mid- 
rise  and  the  middle  zone  of  the  high  rise  will  be  a  durable 


cementitious  stucco  material. 

The  South  Cove  YMCA  is  entered  off  Washington  Street  near  non- 
elderly  tower.   The  gym  is  adjacent  to  Marginal  Road  serving  as  a 
noise  buffer  for  the  residential  and  open  space  components.   The 
facilities  (lockers,  weight  room,  classrooms)  are  located  under 
the  upper  courtyard.   The  administrative  spaces  are  located  in  a 
portion  of  the  non-elderly  tower.   The  twenty-four  (24)  single 
room  occupancy  units  are  located  on  the  second  and  third  floors 
of  the  low-rise  building  overlooking  Washington  Street. 
Childcare  is  located  in  a  portion  of  the  housing  wing  that 
separates  the  courtyards. 

Underground  parking  is  located  under  the  courtyards  and  South 
Cove  YMCA  to  avoid  conflict  with  the  structure  of  the  housing. 
The  lower  courtyard,  at  street  level,  is  more  public  in 
character  and  will  be  a  major  source  of  open  space.   The  upper 
courtyard,  above  the  YMCA,  is  raised  to  provide  a  more  private 
feeling  for  the  residents  in  the  development. 


COMMUNITY  BENEFITS 

The  development  of  R3-R3A  will  facilitate  the  revitalization  of 
Chinatown  by  providing  much  needed  affordable  housing,  open 
space  and  recreational  facilities.   By  bringing  expert  technical 
skills  together  with  a  sensitivity  and  commitment  to  improving 
the  quality  of  life  for  Chinatown  residents,  the  ACDC  proposal 
contributes  towards  ensuring  the  long-term  vitality  and 
viability  of  the  Chinatown  community.   The  various  components  of 
the  ACDC  proposal  are  highlighted  as  follows: 

AFFORDABLE  HOUSING 

ACDC  proposes  to  develop  244  units  of  rental  housing  on  R3-R3A. 
Fifty-five  percent  (55%)  of  the  total  residential  units  (134 
units)  will  be  affordable  to  low-income  households.   Thirty-seven 
(37)  residential  units  will  be  affordable  to  moderate-income 
households  and  the  remaining  seventy-three  (73)  units  will  be 
priced  at  market  levels. 

In  recognition  of  the  critical  need  for  Single  Room  Occupancy 
(SRO)  units  in  Chinatown,  historically  known  as  a  "bachelor 
society",  ACDC  proposes  to  develop  twenty-four  (24)  SRO  low- 
income  units. 

FAMILY  AND  ELDERLY  HOUSING 

The  ACDC  proposal  emphasizes  the  development  of  family  and 
elderly  units  to  accommodate  the  outstanding  demand  for  these 
types  of  housing.   One-half  of  the  total  residential  units  (110 
units)  will  be  family  sized  units  with  3-4  bedrooms.   Fifty-five 
(55)  of  the  residential  units  will  be  low-income  elderly  units 
with  the  remaining  fifty-five  (55)  units  as  1-2  bedroom  units. 

HOUSING  FOR  CHINATOWN 

Due  to  the  severe  need  for  housing,  ACDC  will  target  up  to  70%  of 
the  affordable  units  to  Chinatown  residents.   To  make  Chinatown 
residents  a  priority  in  the  marketing  and  renting  of  the 
residential  units  will  improve  the  quality  of  life  and  help 
alleviate  the  housing  crisis  in  Chinatown. 

RECREATION  AND  COMMUNITY  SPACE 

ACDC ' s  proposal  includes  the  construction  of  a  new  facility  for 
the  South  Cove  YMCA .   The  spatial  needs  of  the  South  Cove  YMCA  is 
incorporated  into  the  R3-R3A  development  in  a  most  sensitive  and 
responsible  way  to  enhance  the  proposed  program  uses.   The  new 
facility  will  include  a  full-sized  gymnasium,  nautilus  and  multi- 
use  areas,  lockers,  recreation  room,  classrooms,  administrative 
offices  and  child  care  space.   In  addition,  the  proposed  twenty- 


four  (24)  3R0  units  will  replace  the  pending  displacement  of  the 
South  Cove  YMCA  SRO  units. 

EMPLOYMENT  OPPORTUNITIES 

Approximately  200  person-year  construction  jobs  will  be  generated 
by  ACDC ' s  development  program  for  R3-R3A.   These  construction 
jobs  include  several  different  occupations  requiring  varying 
skill  levels;  carpenters,  plumbers,  electricians,  roofers, 
excavators,  painters,  landscapers,  sheet  metal  workers  and 
general  laborers.   In  addition  to  the  construction  jobs  created, 
approximately  six  permanent  jobs  in  management  and  maintenance  of 
the  residential  development  will  be  generated.   The  expanded 
South  Cove  YMCA  program  will  also  create  a  number  of  permanent 
jobs  . 

The  participation  of  the  Chinatown  workforce  in  the  construction 
trades  has  been  minimal  due  to  several  factors:  language  and 
skill  barriers,  discriminatory  employment  practices,  lack  of 
appropriate  accreditation  and  cultural  barriers.   However, 
construction  trades  is  expected  to  be  one  of  the  fastest  growing 
industries  in  Boston  and  Massachusetts  creating  approximately 
10,000  jobs  in  the  next  ten  years.   Therefore,  the  ACDC  proposal 
for  R3-R3A  will  not  only  provide  much  needed  housing  but  also 
contribute  toward  building  a  community  workforce  trained  to  take 
on  these  new  occupations. 

ACDC  will  actively  develop  and  implement  an  overall  employment 
strategy  which  will  include  four  components: 

(1)  Community-wide  outreach  and  education  on  the  construction 
industry,  how  workers  can  access  construction  jobs  and  the 
jobs  created  by  R3-R3a  through  the  media  (radio  and 
newspapers),  flyers,  posters  and  community  workshops. 

(2)  Collaboration  with  Chinatown  agencies  to  develop  and 
implement  construction-related  training  programs 

(3)  Public  networking  with  unions,  private  developers  and  city 
and  state  agencies  to  address  institutionalized  barriers  to 
employment,  to  identify  resources  and  centralize  information 
on  existing  construction-related  training  programs  and 
opportunities 

(4)  Technical  assistance  to  small  businesses  to  maximize  the 
participation  of  minority  business  enterprises  in  the 
developm.ent  of  R3-R3A. 


OPEN  SPACE 

Much  needed  outdoor  space  is  amply  provided  for  with  two 
landscaped  inner  courtyards  and  a  roof  garden.   The  courtyards 
invite  community  interaction  and  activity.   They  provide  a 
central  common  ground  which  maximizes  opportunities  for 
neighborly  exchanges.   A  playground  on  the  upper  courtyard  and  a 
roof  garden  stimulates  family  use  and  interaction. 

COMMUNITY  OWNERSHIP 

ACDC  is  a  non-profit  community  development  corporation  with  a 
community-wide  membership  base.   ACDC  was  formed  on  the 
principles  of  community  access  and  accountability  and  therefore, 
community  participation  in  ACDC  decisions  and  activities  will  be 
actively  sought.   ACDC  as  the  sole  developer  and  owner  of  the  R3- 
R3A  development  ensures  that  the  community  will  have  100% 
ownership  of  the  R3-R3A  development. 

PARKING 

An  underground  parking  garage  will  provide  174  parking  spaces. 
Fifteen  (15)  parking  spaces  are  reserved  for  the  South  Cove  YMCA 
staff  and  users.   The  parking  garage  entrance  and  exit  is  located 
on  Washington  Street  to  channel  the  minimal  traffic  addition  onto 
a  major  two-way  thru  street. 


PROJECT  TEAM 

To  ensure  the  successful  development  of  R3-R3A,  ACDC  has 
assembled  a  team  of  outstanding  professionals  who  are  well 
qualified  in  quality,  affordable  housing  design  and  development

development  consultant.  Woo  &  Williams,  architect  and  Goodwin, 
Procter  &   Hoar,  legal  counsel.

Professor  Tunney  Lee,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Urban  Studies 
and  Planning  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  has  been 
involved  in  the  planning  and  development  of  numerous  projects 
including  Copley  Place,  Boston  State  Hospital  and  Parcel  to 
Parcel  Linkage  #1  and  he  has  initiated  and  implemented  several 
strategic  planning  projects  for  the  Chinatown  community. 

Ms.  Jacquie  Kay,  Mr.  Howard  Lee  and  Professor  Tunney  Lee  have  all 
served  previously  on  the  Chinese  Economic  Development  Council 
Board  and  were  involved  in  policy  and  development  decisions  on 
Oxford  Place  (39  units  of  low-income  housing),  China  Trade  Center 
and  31  Beach  Street. 

As  a  former  staffperson  for  the  Chinese  Economic  Development 
Council,  Joseph  Chow  was  instrumental  in  the  development  of 
Oxford  Place  and  the  acquisition  of  the  Boylston  Street  building 
(now  the  China  Trade  Center)  and  31  Beach  Street. 

Andrew  Leong,  a  staff  attorney  at  the  Greater  Boston  Legal 
Services  Chinatown  Outreach  Program,  has  extensive  insight  and 
experience  in  addressing  the  housing  needs  of  low-income  tenants. 


In  addition  to  the  wealth  of  her  experience  in  community 
development,  Ms.  Caroline  Chang  played  a  key  role  in  the  rent-up 
process  of  Tai  Tung  Village. 

Since  its  formation  in  May  1987,  ACDC  has  actively  worked  to 
establish  a  strong  and  effective  board,  build  a  broad  membership 
base,  outreach  to  community  organizations  and  members  and  raise 
funds.   Further.more ,  ACDC  has  hired  Regina  Lee  and  Tarry  Hum  to 
serve  as  Executive  Director  and  Project  Coordinator, 
respectively,  on  a  full-time  basis.

FINANCIAL  PLAN 

The  total  development  cost  is  projected  to  be  approximately 
$36,630,000.   This  sum  includes  $4,735,000  for  the  55  elderly 
housing  units,  $27,485,000  for  the  165  mixed  income,  multi-family 
units  and  $4,410,000  for  the  South  Cove  YMCA/community  service 
space  which  includes  24  SROs .   Financial  resources  to  meet  these 
costs  are  expected  to  be  provided  by  several  sources  including:
